as it will go. 

I don’t go along with the pro- 
phets of doom who have every- 
thing going to pieces in the next 
ten years, but we are up about 
as’ high as our resources will 
allow us to go. 


Population fontrol is nat the 


only answer. However, it is im- 
portant because the more people 


,;;we have to share the pie, the 


smaller the pieces. 

A more conservative use of 
our resources is an important 
part of the answer and unfor- 
tunately no matter how you look 
at it, it means fewer material 
things. 

If we pay an extra twenty- 
five dollars for a car to trans- 
port its remains to be recycled 
after we are through with it we 
would have twenty-five dollars 
less to buy something else. Our 
standard of living would be low- 
ered by twenty-five dollars, but 
we would have conserved our 
iron supply by the amount that 
is in the car. 

This is only one example of 
how necessary recycling of re- 
sources will cut into our stand- 
ard of living. I doubt that we 
wilt voluntarily aceept fewer 
goods to do this. Only when we 
run short of supply ,will we ac- 
cept the truth.

A perfect example of why the average citizen 
looks down his nose at government with more 
than an element of distrust is the current hassle 
over how much our top elected public servants in 
state government should be paid. 


An accident of timing brought to the public 
view on the same day two important public 


reports: 


One was a call to lower state spending right now 
by $60 million or so because the level of tax 
collections was such that the state couldn’t afford 
power level of spending without going in the 
red. 


And the other report was the decision of the 
State Officers Compensation Commission that the 
governor, legislators and supreme court justices 
should get higher pay. 


Now, to the average man, the slate budgei is 
impossible to understand in the first place, and 
$60 million is pretty hard to comprehend, too. 
And besides, it just makes sense to cut your 
spending if your income goes down — that’s what 
most folks do on their own budgets, such as when 
you're on strike or something. 

But at the same time, top government officials 
are scheduled to get whopping pay increases ~ at 
feast, they’re whopping by the standards of our 
mythical man-in-the-street. 


supreme court justices up to $42,000 a year. Now, 
these figures the average person can understand — 
and he doesn’t. tike it a bit. 

If we have to cut our spending on the other 
hand, how does it make sense to give everybody a 
raise on the other hand? That’s a good question. 

Usually the pay level of the legislators is at the 
head of the resentment list; but this year, the 
lawmakers have to give way to the supreme court 
justices. 

For one thing, the legislators pay boest would 
be modest in comparison ~— only up $2,000 a year 
from the present $15,000. But the justices would 
go up $7,000 — from the present $35,000 to 
$42,000. 


But probably more important in the minds of 
the average citizens is the fact that the judges 
wanted even more — they wanted $57,000 a year, 
and they trotted out cost-of-living and 
comparative states and ail sorts of other daia iv 
justify the $57,000 a year. 


.The basis for the $57,000 request is a study in 
povernment mystique in itself — and, if fully 
understood, would only add to the general 
mistrust of anything to do with elected officials. 


Two years ago, the supreme court justices did 
not get a raise. They had to get along on the 
$35,000 a year as the special compensation 
commission bypassed their salary level in setting

$1,900, paid for by the taxpayers. The court hired 
an economist at one of the colleges to conduct a 
study to see whether the justices’ pay was proper. 

And can you guess what the study found? 
Voila: Supreme court justices ought to get more 
money ~— even $57,000 a year. 


Supreme court judges’ salaries have a multiplier 
effect, too, because the levels between courts 
probably will now be adjusted with raises due for 


* appeals court judges and circuit court judges and 


district court judges and probate court judges. And 
it all comes from the taxpayers, in one way oF 
another. 


And one more element of cost is retirement, 
which is based on judges’ level of pay and becomes 
more expensive for the taxpayer as aatasy level 
goes up. 


Add all these clements together — as well as the 


controversy over expensive office furnishings and 
free parking and other fringe benefits for the 
supreme court — and it is no wonder the laxpayer 
gets a bit upset at pay levels for top public 
officials.

With a little “know-how” and practice, it can be done in 6 minutes,

STEP NO. 1 


STEP NO.3 Drive the car forward about one wheel 
revolution, so that the applier carries the chains 


around the tire. 


Spread the chains on the ground 
behind the rear wheels to remove tangles. Hooks 
should be to the rear. Reinforced chains are best and 
the projecting teeth or cleats should be facing up.
